Information compiled at the Domuin- 
ion Experimental Station, Lacombe, 
shows that muxed farming is more 
profitable than stragnut grain growing, 
that sununerfallowing is only necessary 
every seven or eight years or not at all; 
that diversified farming rotations help 
control many weeds and that the in- 
‘lusion of a legume in the hay mixture 
and an application of barnyard manure 
will maintain the fertility of the soil at 
a high level.

This 
of course, would just be a_post- 
ponement of work which must be 
done eventually. 

Councillors are reluctant to raise 
mill rates, and taxpayers know that 
once the rate goes up, it takes a 
major crisis to bring it down again. 
But it would probably be better to 
face facts by rise in mill rates thar 
resort to the camouflage of borrow- 
ing.

Crop Insurance 


failure might be attributed to 
drought, hail or other cause, and so 
long as half a township or more is 
affected the payments are made. 
Inspectors each fall assess the crop 
yields in varying townships where 
crops have not been up to the stan- 
dard, The act is confined in its ap- 
plication to the three Prairie Proy- 
inces. 

- C.C.F. members have been urg- 
ing that payments should be made 
Where crops fail on only one farm, 
but there is not much disposition to 
assent to this proposal. The reason 
is that it could then be invoked +o 
cover bad farming. There may be 
times, it is true, when hail may hit 
only one farm in a distriet, but that 
is very unusual, and it is possible 
to insure against hail separately so 
that no farmer need be left without 
some crop insurance coverage on 
that account, It is coneeivable, 
however, for one farmer in a Lown- 
ship to so neglect his cultivation, 
the kind of seed he sows and his 
farm husbandry generally that he 
might harvest a crop far belovy that 
of his neighbors. It should not be 
possible for the P.F.A. to extend to 
such cases, 

The one cent a dbusnel deducted 
from the farmer’s grain  eheque 
when he delivers wheat to the ele- 
vator is not much, and is Jittle miss- 
ed. But in areas where drought is 
liable to strike such as in some sec- 
tions of the Palliser Triangle, the 
P.F.A, payments can be a Godsend. 
It is good insurance even though it 
may not be large enough to do more 
than 4eep a farm family in opera- 
tion till the next crop comes along. 
Farmers feel that they are paying 
for this insurance—even though i 
a few years the total collections do 
not cover the total outlays-——and it 
relieves them from the stigma of ac- 
cepting anything in the way of char- 
ity. P.F.A. is a splendid institution

Something new has come into this 
area in the form of a new type of 
legume called Ladino Clover. This 
ciover is a giant form of the com- 
mon White Clover which is showing 
promise as a Wisconsin pasture 
crop. It is a rapidly growing per- 
ennial which spreads much like 
strawberries by producing fleshy 
creeping stems. Short tap 


plants and numerous fibrous roots 


are commonly produced at the 
nodes or joints of the creeping 
stems. 

Under favorable conditions a 


Single plant may produce six to ten 
or more. strawberry-like surface 
runners which by the end 


year form a dense_ interlocking 
grewth with nearby plants. The 
leaves are borne on long leaf 


stalks and these, together with the 
flower stems, grow upright from 
the nodes or joints of the stems 


that spread along the surface of 
the soil. 
Ladino clover and common white 


clover are similar in shape, color 
and markings of the leaves and 
the shape and color of the flower 
heads but Ladino clover usually 
produces fewer flower heads. How- 
ever, if soil and climatic conditions 
are favorable, the leaves, leaf stalks 
and flowers of Ladino clover grow 
to two to four times the size’ of 
those of common white clover. This 
clover normally grows to a height 
of 10 to 14 inches but if soil ana 
climatie conditions are very favor- 
able plants may grow 15 to 20 inch- 
es tall. 
not be distinguished from that 
common white clover and very 
young or seedling plants of these 
two forms of clover are hard to 
identify.

Keep at a 
warm room temperature of 75 de- 
grees F. until curdled. Too hign a 
temperature causes a tough cheese, 
When the milk is firmly clabbered, 
pour into it about one-third as much 
boiling water as you have milk, or 
enough boiling water to heat the 
mixture to about 100 to 110 degrees 
F. Carefully stir the curd and let 
stand seven to ten minutes, or until 
curd has barely separated from the 
whey. Pour the whole mixture into 
a cheesecloth or a fine wire strain- 
er. If you prefer a mild flaverea 
cheese, pour cold water over the 
curd. This washes it and removes 
the acid flavor. Salt the cheese to 
suit the taste.

Smothered Chicken-Cut a fowl in- 
to individual servings, ro'l in 
seasoned flour and brown in hot fat 
in a frying pan. Arrange the pieces 
in a casserole. Add one cupful of 
water to the remaining fat in the 
pan, pour this over the chicken, 
then add one cupful of rich milk or 
thin cream. Cover and cook in 
moderate oven for 45 minutes, or 
ntil the chicken is tender. Make a 
milk gravy with the drippings in 
the casserole to serve over or ac- 
companying the chicken.

ing “Noble Soul” and his fame 
spread from the Crees ir the Nortn 
to the Blackfoot tribes in the South. 
He was so helpful in times of sick- 
ness and distress that he was re- 
ferred to as “the Divine man” and 
also as “the mar with the great 
heart”. 

One Sunday night, after his serv- 
ivece in a camp at Battle River, the 
warriors of an enemy tribe burst in 
upon the gathering with war whoops 
and gun fire.

He started 
schools, churches and_ hospitals, 
and with volunteer help built the 
first bridge constructed in the 


North West Territory. 

When the first train reached Cal- 
gary, he was invited by the C.P.R 
Directors into their car for lunch 
He sat in the Presidert’s chair ana 
for one hour on that great day, by 
a vote of the directors, he was the 
head of the C.P.R., 

When the Riel tebellion 
out, it was largely the devotion of 
the Blackfoot to Father Lacompe 
and their trust in him that kept 
them off the warpath. He under- 
stood the Indians and often plead- 
ed for mercy tor them before the 
Courts. 

He died at the age of 89, having 
lived a life of adventure beyond 
the wildest dreams of his youth.
